you. God wants people who are dead to 
sin. 

“He that saith he abideth in him (Je- 
sus) ought himself also to walk, even as 
he (Jesus) walked.” 1 John 2:6. Jesus 
saved us from our sins and gave us an ex- 
ample to follow. 1 Pet. 2:21, “For even 
hereunto were ye called: because Christ 
also suffered for us, leaving us an ex- 
ample, that ye should follow his steps.” 

A true change of the heart will make 
a change in the life, the old things will be 
passed away, behold all things are become 
new. Paul says in 2 Cor. 5:17, ““There- 
fore if any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; be- 
hold, all things are become new.” His 
whole life will be changed. David gives us 
a good picture of the new man. “I 
waited patiently for the Lord; and he 
inclined unto me, and heard my cry. He 
brought me up also out of an horrible 
pit, out of the miry clay, and set my 
feet upon a rock, and established my go- 
ings. (Separated him from the world, 
etc.) And he hath put a new gong in my 
mouth, even praise unto our God: many 
shall see it, and fear, and shall trust in 
the Lord. Blessed is that man that mak- 
eth the Lord his trust (separates himself 
from the world), and respecteth not the 
proud (stays separated from Hollywood 
styles, etc.), nor such as turn aside to 
lies.” Psa. 40:1-4. 

The text says, “Come out from among 
them.” Some may ask, From among 


what? From worldly laws and decrees 
and ironclad rules and devices of the 
devil that will sap your victory and lead 
you astray from God and will keep you 
from being meet for the Master’s use. If 
we will keep ourselves separated from 
worldliness we can be a vessel of honor 
unto God. In Paul’s letter to the Co- 
rinthians we read, “We then, as work- 
ers together with him (Jesus), beseech 
you thar ye receive not the grace of God 
in vain,” 2 Cor. 6:1. He was trying to 
bring these people to God’s way and 
warning them to not be so set in their 
own way. He saw how they were en- 
tangled with the world and he cried out, 
“Oh ye Corinthians, our mouth 
is open unto you, our heart is 
enlarged (I have preached you the 
doctrine of separation, my heart 
reaches out for you). When I see people 
on whom the world has such a hold it 
makes my heart reach out for them. I 
desire to see them separate from the 
world and stop the reproach that hangs 
on the Church of God. Let’s be sepa- 
rated, pray up, talk up, walk up, dress 
up, clean up, pay up and get ready to go 
up. Praise God! 

“Ye are not straitened in us, but ye 
are straitened in your own bowels.” 
What? Failing to abide by the teachings 
of the Church, straitened in your own 
way, etc. God can’t use people to His 
glory who love the world and are

Matt. 5:48, “Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is in heaven 
is perfect.” 

When Jesus came into the world He 
called us to perfection. Under the old 
Mosaical law they were required to make 
sacrifices for their sins and also for sin.

GLIMPSE OF LOVE FROM THE 

ANCIENT 

We find that Isaac was able to render 
perfect love to the enemies who caused 
him to move so many times from the 
wells that his father had digged. In quiet 
composure and perfect love he moved 
among those heathen people. This was 
long before the law was given but he, be- 
ing an anointed child and one of promise, 
had that degree of love and forbearance 
that made him meek and humble and he 
trusted in the God of his father and was 
a great example of perfect love in his 
day. Joseph moved among the Egyptians, 
after being sold into slavery by his 


brothers, and manifested the most per- 
fect love of any man of his day. He was 
true to every trust assigned to him, and 
I am persuaded to believe he had a di- 
vine touch from God Himself that 
helped him to manifest to others this 
perfect love, even to his brethren after 
they found him; he was able to meet 
them with perfect love. This shows that 
God had in mind to give to those of ev- 
ery dispensation this love that will over- 
come everything. Though God had used 
him in a great way in Egypt he had that 
love and humbleness that is to be en- 
vied by every true child of God. 

Moses was an example of patience and 
love and, no doubt, he was a__ special 
child of God, chosen to do a special work, 
and in everything he manifested perfect 
love.

Heb. 2:9-11, “But we see Jesus, who 
was made a little lower than the angels 
for the suffering of death, crowned with 
glory and honour; that he by the grace 
of God should taste death for every 
man. For it became him, for whom are 
all things, and by whom are all things, 
in bringing many sons unto glory, to 
make the captain of their salvation per- 
fect through sufferings. For both he that 
sanctifieth and they who are sanctified 
are all of one: for which cause he is not 
ashamed to call them brethren.” 

From these scriptures we see that Je- 
sus is able to do a perfect work in us. 
When we receive the fulness from Him 
then by abiding in Him we bear the 
fruits of perfect love. Of course, we 
should grow in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of the Lord Jesus Christ and go on 
until we can be able to manifest perfec- 
tion in its truest sense. We cannot pro- 
gress except we abide in Him and every 
time we manifest imperfection or meet 
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any evil with evil, we are dropping back 
into the old life. It is only as we die to 
all selfishness and to all the desires of 
evil that we will be able to manifest a 
perfect life.

After the eyes of our 
understanding are opened and we become 
heirs of the kingdom of heaven and are 
members of the blessed family, then we 
should bear the fruits of the union with 
Christ. No one who has not received this 
fullness can be able to manifest this per- 
fect love. In Christ who is the perfect 
One we can manifest love and goodness 
and be able to keep ourselves under the 
blood.

2 Cor. 13:11, “Finally, brethren, fare- 
well.

There is nothing that will bring us 
so Close to God as to confess our wrongs, 
should we make any, and become recon- 
ciled to those whom we may have of- 
fended. Everybody will be blessed 
through our penitence. If we cannot ‘ove 
our brother, how can we love God? It is 
through the love manifested to our broth- 
er that we are able to manifest the love 
of God. And if we will live in this at- 
mosphere and keep our hearts true we 
will always be able to maintain _ this 
abundant love. 

Phil. 3:15. Paul said to the church at 
Philippi, “Let as many of us as be per- 
fect be thus minded.” Paul is writing 
to them on the power of the resurrection 
and telling them how he hopes to at- 
tain to that great time and be ready to 
meet Jesus when He comes. He appeals 
to the Philippians to have unity and 
manifest perfect love one to another, and 
infers that unless we do this we cannot 
be ready for the coming of the Lord. 

1 John 2:15. In John’s writing he 
tells us to love not the world neither the 
things that are in the world. Quite often 
people get the love of pleasure or some 
desired object between them and God and 
at a time of testing they are not able to 
manifest this perfect love because they 
have left it. In 1 John 5, the latter part 
of V. 1 and including V. 2, we have 
these words, “Everyone that loveth him 
that begat loveth him also that is be-

Communism or Fascism, 
Which? 

Many are observing the great struggle 
between Communism and _ Fascism in 
Europe, which shall win? Many in 
America are advocating either one or the 
other, as the country is being flooded 
with propaganda from both sides of the 
conflict. How can we take sides with 
either? The truth is we don’t want 
either, nor do we want one less than the 
other. We are not ready yet to trade our 
freedom to think, believe, disbelieve, 
speak, will and choose, for a bondage of 
body, mind and soul, to a relentless mas- 
ter of iron, This is what the rule of dic- 
tator means and communism and fas- 
cism both have this as their objective. 


Communism against all religion: 

In a propaganda publication they have 
this to say: “There is no difference 
among religions for the class conscious 
proletariot. Every religion especially the 
Christian religions are the worst enemies 
of communism and must therefore be 
completely destroyed. It is not enough in 
the fight against religion to give illum- 
inating talks or write books; weapons 
must be used against religions also, for the 
church is preparing to renew its fight 
against the Soviet power and also world 
communism. It is sometimes charged that 
we have destroyed the churches and mon- 
asteries. Such charges do not affect a 
communist. It is not a question of a few 
destroyed churches if the world is to be 
made communistic. On the ruins of 
the old world communism will build true 
socialism.” 

Russia is a good sample of what might 
be expected in a communistic state. They 
report having closed 14,000 churches in 
1933, and 3,687 gospel ministers arrested, 
29 of whom were executed. Many others 
were committed to concentration camps 
in Siberia and elsewhere. In a certain city 
of 830,000 population only five churches 
were available. Taxes on ministers and 
church property continue to increase, if 
not paid, such property confiscated. 

What about Fascism-magism? 

It is reported that Protestant ministers 
and missionaries, also masons, have been 
murdered in Germany, Italy, and under 
General Franco in Spain. It is said that 
General Franco made a statement re- 
cently to the effect that as soon as he 
took Madrid he would annihilate the 
Protestants, also the masons. It is further 
stated as a fact that in taking every 





town and city he has captured, his first 
order to his subordinates was to find 
the Protestant ministers and masons, and 
murder them and confiscate their prop- 
erty. 

It is a well-known fact that whatever 
liberties Protestant Christians have had 
in Germany and Italy they are less and 
less, Conditions in both countries are 
growing steadily worse. 

Hitler has kep¢ in power men who 
openly fight Christianity. Von Schirach, 
leader of the Hitler youth movement, is 
an avowed enemy of the church. He said 
publicly a few weeks ago: “Who are the 
enemies of the Hitler youth? They are 
the Christians who crawl on the knees 
to their churches, and spend their time 
in prayer and hymn singing. The plan 
of the Nazi to indoctrinate youth in the 
unchristian Nazi ideas is being deliber- 
ately carried out, just as the youth of 
Russia are being trained up in unbelief.” 

No, America does not want com- 
munism, fascism nor a dictator. What- 
ever our present administration is doing 
or is not doing about it we can pray. 
Many a time was Israel kept by prayer. 
Many a time was the Church saved by 
prayer. Many a time was the nation 
helped by prayer. Let us pray now.

How to Live the Christian 
Life 


How great a thing it is to accept 
Christ and become a Christian. But it is 
a greater thing and requires more to live 
the Christian life and be faithful to the 
Lord through all the trials and problems 
along life’s journey. In this article we de- 
sire to call attention to some of the im- 
portant steps in a successful Christian 
life. 

1. Take a positive stand for God. On 
all proper occasions be faithful in bear- 
ing testimony to the salvation you have 
received from Him.

Be 
baptized, partake of the sacrament and 
be faithful in attending upon all the in- 
stitutions and all the services of the 
Church. Read Luke 22:19; Acts 2:38- 
42; 1 Cor. 11:24-26. 

3. Read and study God’s Word care- 
fully every day. It will be food to your 
soul. It will give light upon your path- 
way and be a help in solving all life’s 
problems. Read carefully Acts 20:32; 2 

Tim. 13-17; 1 Pet. 2:2. 

4. Be faithful in prayer. Take every 
question to the Lord in prayer. Pray for 
help and deliverance in times of special 
trial, and go to the Lord for guidance in 
all of the ordinary affairs of your life. 
Make prayer the most important practice 
of every day’s duties. Read Luke 11:9- 
13; 22:40; 1 Thess. 5:17. 

5. Leave off the practice of every sin, 
even the smallest and even the things 
that you have any doubt about, do not 
practice them. Serve the Lord whole- 
heartedly and obedient. Read John 14: 
23; Rom. 14:23; 1 John 1:6, 7. 

6. Keep company with good, spiritual 
Christians as much as possible. Be care- 
ful not to be too closely associated with 
those who are worldly-minded and un- 
godly. Read Acts 2:42-47; Eph. 4:12-16; 
Heb. 10:24, 25. 

7. Go to work immediately to win 
other souls to the Lord, Every Christian 
should be a soul-winner. The time to be- 
gin is just as soon as you are saved. Matt. 
25:14-19. 

8. If for any reason you should fall 
into sin, do not give up Christ, but re- 
pent of your sin, confess it and believe 
the Lord forgives you and go on with 
the Lord. Read 1 John 1:9; Phil. 3:13,

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God's Thermometer

For sometime | have felt that the Lord 
would be pleased for me to write about 
spiritual temperatures. When thinking ot 
the temperature, we think of the ther- 
mometer as an instrument for registering 
the temperature of the atmosphere. So 
in thinking of the spiritual condition of 
this country today, we look to the Bible 
to find the different temperatures, thus 
we term it God’s Thermometer. 

Rev. 3:16, “So then because thou art 
lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, I 
will spue thee out of my mouth.” 

Seventy degrees is lukewarm and very 
comfortable. The Laodicean church has 
found this place and many today are say- 
ing as they, “I am rich, and increased 
with goods, and have need of nothing; 
and knowest not that thou art wretched, 
and miserable, and poor, and blind, and 
naked.”” The lukewarm condition is cer- 
tainly a perilous one as there we become 
comfortable, sleepy, and lazy, closing our 
eyes to the needs of others and the ter- 
rible lost condition of the world and our 
opportunities to win souls for Chrisr. 
Many stop here and refuse to seek the 
blessings of sanctification and baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, reject the light on the 
Church of God and don’t want to be 
disturbed, saying, “I am saved now, I 
have need of nothing.” Satisfied with 
their condition, but sickening to God and 
fit only to be spued out of His mouth. 

Jesus said in Matt. 5:13, “We are the 
salt of the earth: but if the salt have lost 
his savour, wherewith shall it be salted? 
it is thenceforth good for nothing, but 
to be cast out, and to be trodden under 
foot of men.” So many will say, “Oh, I 
haven’t backslidden, but only grown 
cold.” 

Now it we have had victory in our 
souls and been on fire for God. before 
we could get cold we come by the sev- 
enty degree mark or lukewarm condition 
and there we make Him sick and are 
spued out and need to return to God 
by way of the altar. 

Lukewarm water freezes very quickly. 
Next on-the thermometer we notice thir- 
ty-two degrees or freezing temperature. 
Here so many are dying, lost without 
spiritual power, unable to help them- 
selves and preferring to die rather than 
suffer the reproach of Christ. The reviv- 
ing of a frozen man is accompanied by 
some suffering. Just as when a cold, half- 
dead church is revived and the blood of 
Christ that cleanses from all sin begins to 
circulate through the body, the mem- 
bers become spiritually alive, receive pow- 
er, pay up the old account, straighten up 


the back life and live godly in Christ 
Jesus, there will be persecutions. 

The freezing man first suffers intense 
pain, then becomes numb, ceases to suf- 
fer, then gets sleepy and if not revived 
is soon dead. The freezing Christian at 
first feels alarmed. The conscience hurts 
him because he has failed to obey God 
and pay his vows. Then as the Spirit with- 
draws from him a spiritual numbness 
comes over the body and he isn’t 
alarmed at his condition any more, feel- 
ing sleepy and at ease. We often hear 
professing Christians say, “Oh, I don’t 
feel condemned about so and so any 
more.” 

So many go by feelings, but I rather 
have the Word of God to teach and guide 
me. If the Word condemns, we are con- 
demned already. 

Next on the thermometer we notice 
zero. Here we find the once-was and has- 
been Christians, dead and buried. Heb. 6: 
4-6, “For it is impossible for those who 
were once enlightened, and have tasted 
of the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, and _ have 
tasted the good word of God, and the 
powers of the world to come, If they 
shall fall away, to renew them again un- 
to repentance; seeing they crucify +o 
themselves the Son of God afresh and 
put him to an open shame.” 

Now we know there is a dead line our 
there somewhere and it is a very dan- 
gerous thing to trifle with God. Not 
long ago I talked with an old man who 
had once been a power for God but 
failed God and had gone back in sin, He 
said he no longer felt the Spirit striving 
with him. Oh, how sad. All Christians 
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that fail are not frozen to death as 
among holiness people. There is some- 
times danger of oo high temperature. 

Next on the thermometer we notice 
105 degrees which is above normal. Most 
people with a temperature of 105 degrees 
begin to talk foolish and speak things of 
which they know nothing and the doc- 
tor says there is danger, the temperature 
is too high. He feels the pulse, then looks 
at the patient’s tongue. If you can see 
the tongue you can tell more about what 
the condition of the church is and how 
people are living. Church members should 
talk about cach other in the prayer closet 
on their knees alone with God, then our 
testimonies at church will be to the glory 
of God. People with too high tempera- 
ture are liable to testify ro a higher ex- 
perience than they live and jump higher 
than they walk, thus getting in the 
flesh. If the enemy can’t get us to stop 
this side, he will try to push us beyond 
what God would have us do. 

Next on the thermometer we notice 
212, boiling heat. When religious fever 
gets to that temperature people begin to 
have the wrong kind of spells and become 
fanatic, seeing vain visions and giving 
interpretations contrary to the Bible, hav- 
ing zeal without knowledge and thinking 
that religion is all shouting. At 212 de- 
grees religion soon boils dry, blows up, 
or blows out. I once heard of two men 
running steamboats who tried to see 
which could blow the whistle the loudest 
and one blew his whistle so much the 
steam ran down and the boat stopped in 
the middle of the river. There is a lot of 
energy that needs to be used for God. 
The remedy for a cold Christian is go 
co work and get warmed up, and if those 
with a high temperature will go to work 
and be loyal to the church, they will soon 
enjoy a good normal temperature. Paul 
said, “Let your moderation be known

It was late in the after- 
noon when I arrived and I was soon at 
the Church of God parsonage on Frank- 
lintown Road. There had been a bap- 
tismal service a few hours before in which 
twenty-seven were baptized in water. 
Hundreds witnessed this scene. The cere- 
mony was performed by Brother Marine, 
pastor of the church in Baltimore, and 
Brother W. Carl Milligan, overseer. In 
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all my life I have never seen members 
love their pastor and wife as these folks 
love them. Brother and Sister Marine 
came there less than a year ago and the 
membership has more than doubled it- 
self. They have a large tent pitched on 
Warwick Avenue, This revival has been 
in progress seven weeks. I had the privi- 
lege to attend these services for two 
weeks. It was wonderful to see people by 
the thousands standing in and around 
the tent listening to the truth as Brother 
Marine preached to them under the 
anointing of the Spirit of God. And | 
thought as I sat and listened at those 
wonderful sermons, no wonder he could 
hold the crowds, after having the privi- 
lege of being entertained at the parsor- 
age for two weeks and seeing the conse- 
crated life this man lived before Goa 
daily, continually praying for God to use 
him as He sees best. Some nights the 
altar would be filled and no wonder. 

They carried me around the city to 
visit their different members. Some live 
in mansions, others in more humble 
quarters, but all have the same spirit, a 
heart full of love for their brothers and 
sisters and also for their pastor and his 
good wife. They are coming out of other 
Pentecostal movements and joining the 
Church of God. Some have had the bap- 
tism for thirty years or more. I heard 
some of them say their souls were starv- 
ing, the fire had gone out in the pulpit 
and pew and the world had crept in un- 
til the Spirit had taken His flight, and 
they said the minute they heard Brother 
Marine and saw God moving upon his be- 
ing, they knew that was just what they 
were looking for, so they lined up witn 
the Church of God.

Folks began to loosen up their pock- 
etbooks to the extent that all the money 
was raised that was needed to rent a 
building and set a church in order and 
from that time the church began to 
grow. Sinners got saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, Others came 
in for a closer walk, until today we have 
one of the finest church buildings there 
is in the whole state, it being the First 
Baptist church of this city which was 
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abandoned. We have a membership of 
about one hundred, all filled with the 
Spirit and shouting the victory, all ,be- 
cause a man of God presevered and tra- 
vai'ed for souls until this thing came to 
pass. Its pastors, God bless them everyone, 
have been Brothers H. O. Harris, E. O. 
Sells, D. G. Phillips, C. J. Abbott and, 
last but not least, R. R. Seyda, its pres- 
ent pastor. Brother Seyda is a saint of 
God. He preaches the sweet Word of God 
in its fulness. The church loves him, souls 
are being born into the kingdom under 
his consecrated ministry. 

My prayer is that God will bless every 
true child of His to the extent that they 
will be willing to suffer for the gospel’s 
sake and say willingly, “I'll go where you 
want me to go, dear Lord, I'll be what 
you want me to be.” Please pray a spe- 
cial prayer for me as I would like to be 
used of the Lord in some way to help 
others to learn something of this wonder- 
ful truth. Ir seems as though I am bound 
by Satan to the extent that I can’t get 
loose. It all came by disobedience but I 
know God is all powerful. Bless His 
name.—Sincerely Mrs. Agnes P. Hoff- 
man, Crisfield, Md.

straitened in their own way. If we will be 
God’s people let’s do what He © says. 
Listen what he says to the Corinthians in 
1 Cor.
